attitude in disarmament talks 
because they, like the leaders 
of other nations, are feeling the 
pinch of building and maintain- 
ing huge military installations. 


Mr. Eisenhower, alluding to 
‘reports on the current ‘five- 
nation United Nations disarma- 
ment subcommittee talks in 
London, was extremely careful 
in his news conference evalua- 
tion of results that might be 
\expected from the London 
meeting. 

He said a questioner’s use of 
the phrase “real hope” was not 
quite justified. Rather, he said, 
'we should not lose hope. The 
Soviet Union is now growing 
more serious, Mr. Eisenhower 
said, but will continue to seek 
the advantage. The Russians 
will want the scales tipped in 
their favor, and we will insist 
on a quid pro quo (an equiv- 
alent), he added, 

The Russians are feeling the 
pinch despite the fact they can 
manipulate their totalitarian 
economy, Mr. Eisenhower said. 
The President saw an awaken- 
ing sense of responsibility every- 
where. You can’t escape the 
logic of world events, he said. 

As to the Russian proposals 
for limited aerial inspection as 
part of an arms control agree- 
ment, the President said the 
entire matter was under earnest 
study. He added he could not 
predict the results of the study. 

The reporter's question was 
keyed to a statement made yes- 
terday by Secretary of State 
| John Foster Dulles that the 
State Department was inclined 
to view an area in the sparsely 
‘populated north as a better 
|place to test an inspection 
‘agreement than in Europe. 
/Dulles suggested Russian Si- 
beria, Alaska and northern 
Canada as possible experimental 
areas. 

There is no official govern- 
ment position on this because 
the proposals are under earnest 
study, the President said.

The President said he thought 
Dr. Bush might have over-es- 
timated the probable savings but 
agreed that more complete uni- 
fication, particularly in procure- 
ment and medical services, could 
effect some economies. 

As to the “philosophies” of 

the Joint Chiefs of Staff, where- 
by the chief of staff of one 
service does not oppose the war 
plans of the other services, the 
President said he thought that 
each chief was trying to pro- 
tect his own capabilities, for in- 
stance in guided missiles and 
atomic bombs.

Feels He Was Deserted 
by U.S, and Britain— 
U.N. Order to Egypt 
to Be Sought. 


PARIS, May 15 (AP)—Premier 
Mollet handed his resignation 
today to President Rene Coty 
but later withdrew it at the 
president’s insistence. Mollet 
said he wanted to resign be- 
cause he felt deserted by the 
United States and Britain in the 
Suez canal crisis. 

At the end of a stormy cabi- 
net’ session it was decided that 
France would ask the United 
Nations Security Council as 
soon as possible to order Egypt

Mollet was said to have felt 
that he had failed France in 
bringing it to a position of 
isolation on the world stage in 
an essential matter.

RESERVE HALTED

WASHINGTON, May 15—The 
Army has halted enlistments for 
six months active. duty training 


and subsequent service in the 
ready reserve until the end of 
the current fiscal year, June 30. 
This became necessary because 
of “unparalleled success” in re- 
cruiting for the National Guard 
and Reserves, Hugh M. Milton, 
Assistant Secretary of the Army 
for manpower and _ reserve 
forces, announced yesterday. 

The status of such eniist- 
ments in the National Guard 
has not changed. 

Authorized pay-drill strength 
for the Army reserves for the 
current fiscal year is 256,000, 
but it has risen to 264,000. The 
National Guard has exceeded its 
authorized pay-drill strength of 
400,000 and now stands at 436,- 
000. 


The rate of input for six- 
month training in the Army 
for the National Guard and re- 
serves has increased from 1893 
in December 1956 to more than 
12,000 this month. 


tional 26,000 will start training 
in June and that in July the 
training load of six-month 
trainees will reach a peak of 
73,000. 

Recruiting in the last four 
months has been equal to what 
had ‘been anticipated for 15 
months. As a result, further ac- 
ceptance for six months’ train- 
ing has had to be shut down 
for the balance of the current 
fiscal year and much of the 
objective for the 1958 fiscal 
year has already been achieved 
in stockpiled enlistments. 

In the program for next year 
it had been planned to train 
67,000 men, but present esti- 
mates are that 70,000 will be 
graduated.

HE PENTAGON plans to back up its two Army divisions 
in South Korea with atomic-type weapons if the United 
States decides to modernize the defenses against the expand- 


ing power of the Communists across the truce line. 


Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson disclosed that last 
night in answering questions by 
newsmen, Earlier, the State De- 
partment said this country is 
considering providing more 
modern arms for American and 
South Korean forces. 

Wilson said an exact list of 
weapons for modernization of 
forces must be determined lat- 
er, but that in general “it is 
the same kind of thing” the 
United States has in Europe. 

In Europe, American forces 
are supported by missiles and 
rockets capable of using atomic 
warheads—the Matador guided 
missiles of the Air Force and 
the Army’s Honest John rocket 
and Corporal guided missile.

The President’s Appeal 


President Eisenhower made a reasoned and 
forceful defense of his budget in his address 
Tuesday night. Perhaps it comes, as some ob- 
servers are saying, too late to halt the econo- 
mizers in Congress. Perhaps he prejudiced it 


in advance by betraying irresolution in his own 


attitude and confusion among his advisers. 

Secretary Humphrey is still going around the 
country speaking against the budget, and the 
President is still expressing his profoypd admi- 
ration of . Humphrey. . 

And while he manfully stands behind the 
main spending recommendations which make 
this budget so big, the sident also keeps 
talking of tax cuts ahead’im a way that suggests 
a basic conflict of purpose\in his own mind. 

Nevertheless in spite past mistakes Mr. 
Eisenhower now comes out the sensible side, 
which is that while economy \is a desirable end, 
it does not exclude all other ends. Like it or 
not, the fact remains that national security ex- 
penditures cannot safely cut with a sudden 
slash, and neither can other expenditures be 
cut without impairing services and programs 
which the American ople want to ste con- 
tinued. ——— 


With about six weeks to go before the 1957-58 
budget goes into operation, this is a poor time 
to be seeking true economy of the sort that im- 
proves Government performance without injur- 
ing its service. This is the very end of. the 
budget-making process for 1957-58. If Congress 
wants to economize prudently and competently, 
it should be thinking and acting now to affect 
the budgets of 1959 and 1960 and thereafter. 
Such action might not make so many sensational 
headlines, but it would produce real economy. 

In the field of defense expenditures, for ex- 
ample, adoption of the Cordiner committee's 
report on manpower management and compen- 
sation in the armed forces has been estimated 
as promising ultimate savings of five billion 
dollars a year. The key word is “ultimate.” 
For the immediate future, some increase in ex. 
penditures might be necessary; but by 1962, 
according to the estimates of this committee of 
business men which reported to Secretary Wil- 
son, deep and significant reductions in total 
defense cost would be possible. 

The Cordiner recommendations are presently 
bottled up in the Budget Bureau. If Congress 
is sincerely interested in meaningful economies, 
it will shake these recommendations loose and 
get started on the basic reorganization and fur- 
ther unification of the armed services, which 
can offer real, but not immediate, savings. 

* 7 . 

It is the 1958 budget, however, that offers the 
pressing challenge now. The President deserves 
support in his argument that meat-ax cuts in 
either defense or other expenditures will im- 
peril the orderly advancement of the national 
security and welfare. His plea would ,céme 
with more grace had he not previously, in both 
his election campaigns, taken the side of the 
meat-ax economizers himself. But that water 
has gone over the dam. 

The task now is to dissuade Congress from 
making foolish appropriation cuts that will have 
to be restored as deficiency appropriations next 
year, or that will increase costs in the long run 
by curtailing programs which public opinion 
will insist on resuming. 

We are particularly glad that Presidertt Eisen- 
hower made a strong plea for his school eon- 
struction program. This is, in many ways, a 
major test of his leadership. We hope it is 
recognized at the White House that continuing 
political action, and not merely speeches, is 
necessary for this as well as other parts of the 
President’s program. 

Public opinion is not a button to be pressed 
by a couple of TV appearances, producing an 
automatic response from Congress. Public opin- 
ion can be mobilized, but the troops have to be 
led every day of the week. We fear the greatest 
danger to the President's program is a seeming 
lack of the energy and persistent enthusiasm that 
are needed to put it across. When a half hour 
speech appears to tire Mr. Eisenhower so much, 
he is bound to be handicapped in carrying on a 
political task which in the end cannot be dele- 
gated. 


A Record Leaves Us Cold 

The Navy reports a new record: The lowest 
natural temperature ever recorded by man was 
observed on thermometers at the South Pole 
last Saturday—100 degrees below zero. 

That beats a Russian record set in the Sibe- 
rian village of Verhoyansk in February, 1892. 
Then the temperature dropped to a mere 90 
degrees below zero, Fahrenheit. 

Somehow, this news does not chill us. When 
the thermometer gets down to about 10 or 15 
above, we are as cold as we can be. Anything 
under that is strictly statistical.

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Compromise of Compromises 
Senator Albert Gore of Tennessee has de- 
scribed a “compromise” bill for control of bill- 
board advertising along new federal interstate 
highways. Since the Senate Public Roads sub- 
committee under Mr. Gore soon begins hearings 
on this legislation, the public which will pay 
for the new roads ought to know what is being 
compromised. 

When the big federal road program was under 
consideration last year, Congress thought of 
authorizing the Secretary of Commerce to ac- 
quire exclusive advertising rights within 500 
feet of the roadside. But Southerners argued 
that this would invade states’ rights, so the idea 
was dropped to speed passage of the program. 

This year Senator Richard L. Neuberger of 
Oregon sought to get around the states’ rights 
argument with a bill allowing the states to con- 
trol billboards according to federal standards. 
The Federal Government would pay the states 
90 per cent of the cost of buying up roadside 
advertising rights. 

Then the Eisenhower Administration pro- 
duced a somewhat less expensive, and probably 
less effective, compromise plan. Secretary of 
Commerce Weeks suggested withholding rough- 
ly 5 per cent of federal road aid money from 
states which did not meet federal standards in 
controlling billboards. 

It is at this point that the previous compre 
mises are being compromised. The Gore subcom- 
mittee is considering a plan to reward co-operat- 
ing states, not penalize them, but the reward 
would be a fraction of the penalty suggested by 
the Administration. States would be paid 90% 
per cent of the cost of building the new inter- 
state highways, instead of 90 per cent authorized 
by the 1956 Highway Act.

Clean Courts for Illinois 


Since its establishment in 1848 the Illinois 
court system has grown inté a judicial wilder- 
ness. There are Superior, Criminal, County, 
Probate, City and Municipal courts, no te men- 
peace, at the trial level. And there are the in- 
termediate courts and the State Supreme Court. 

This makes for confusion and. litigation as 
to jurisdiction. It causes unwarranted delay 
and expense. And the mess is all the worse 
because judges can reach the bench only with 
partisan political support. 

But the people of Illinois can subsiitute a 
modern judiciary for the mess—if their Legis- 
lature gives them the chance. For this purpose, 
a two-part bill now is before a joint committee 
of the Illinois House and Senate. Representa- 
tive Alan J, Dixon of Belleville is vice-chairman 
of this group, and another member is State 
Senator James W. Gray of East St. Louis. 

_ ‘The first part of this bill would consolidate 

all initial jurisdiction in a Circuit Court with 
at least one branch in every county. This court 
would be in continuous session, ready to hear 
all manner of state cases at all times of the year. 
And it would be under the administrative au- 
thority of the State Supreme Court. 

Over these County Circuit Courts would be 
an Appellate Court with three districts, one for 
Chicago and two downstate; and over this 
would be a seven-member Supreme Court with 
three judges from Chicago and four from down- 
state. This simple judicial structure, if ap- 
proved by the Legislature, would be submitted 
to the voters in a referendum in 1958. 

The other feature of the pending measure 
provides for the selection of judges some- 
what after the Missouri plan. Twelve-mem- 
ber judicial commissions would be estab- 
lished in each of 18 districts. Half of the mem- 
bers would be lawyers named by the Supreme 
Court; the other half would be laymen appoint- 
ed by the Governor. Neither Court nor Gov- 
ernor could appoint more than half of the mem- 
bers from the same political party. 

These commissions would put a candidate— 
without opposition—on a nonpartisan ballot for 
each judicial vacancy. The voters would decide 
whether he should serve or not. At the end 
of his term, the voters would decide whether 
or not he should be retained. If approved by 
the Legislature, this plan would be submitted 
to the voters in 1960. 

There is no serious opposition to the reor- 
ganization plan; but as might be expected, the 
second half of the proposal is under heavy fire 
from some politicians—despite the support of 
Gov. William G. Stratton, former Gov. Adlat E. 
Stevenson, Chicago's Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
all the justices of the Illinois Supreme Court 
and a large and diverse group of civic-minded 


. organizations. Perhaps the politicians do not 


eare about the jurisdiction of courts so long 
as they can have a powerful voice in selecting 
the judges. 

The Legislature, however, should adopt both 
proposals this year. There is no telling when 
an equally good opportunity will present itself 
for taking Illinois judges out of politics. And 
the Legislature can do this with a free con- 
science. It will not be forcing Illinois voters 
to accept a “package deal.” After all, the bill 
calls for one referendum in 1958 and another 
in 1960. But the basic legislation is one piece. 
It should not be rent in two—especially not 
for the sake of keeping judges dependent on 
politicians.

Monopoly Methods in Milk 

Missouri’s Senate should give careful atien- 
tion to the dangers in the milk price bill which 

ithe House has already approved. The purpose 
behind the bill prevent large dairies with 
many outlets fr driving small one-outlet 
dairies out of competition with selectively spot- 
ted price-cut low cost. A communication 
to our letters column from John Brauch a few 
days age made the point well and persuasively. 

The practice complained of is an evil. It 
restrains trade and throttles competition; it 
promotes monopoly, raises prices eventually and 
permanently. The danger we see in the milk 
price bill is that it would weaken anti-trust 
enforcement in Missouri, which should prevent 
just such abuses. 

Mr. Brauch and his fellow small-dairymen 
complain that the state anti-trust laws do not 
adequately protect them. Would it not be their 
better course, then, to seek a strengthening of 
these anti-trust statutes, rather than try to fight 
monopoly’ with one of its own devices?

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Police Improvements From Within 

The St. Louis Police Board’s plan to increase 
the number of patrol cars on the streets by 79 
per cent in the next few weeks—from 80 cars to 
140—falls within a commendable pattern set by 
the last Board, under I. A. Long. That pattern 
was designed to improve the force from within 
by employing the most modern techniques avail- 
able in the whole police field. In effect the 
Board has attempted to achieve greater produc- 
tivity from each individual! officer. 

This program has been expanded and intensi- 
fied by the present Board under H. Sam Priest, 
and the members are entitled to commendation. 
Continued forward strides may be expected as 
a result of actions by the Legislature. 

These include passage of the police pay bill, 
and a measure increasing the number of days 
off allowed each officer. Both should help the 
Board's drive to fill the department's 100 va- 
cancies. Another bill eliminates the peculiar 
requirement that the force be divided into three 
equal platoons each 24 hours. The Board now 
will enjoy authority necessary to create a fourth 
platoon for duty during hours when most crimes 
are committed. 

Since manpower constitutes the largest single 
item in the Police Department's budget—better 
than 75 per cent—it is essential that the Police 
Board improve individual productivity to the

Hear That Train Blow! 


The Mirror 
of 
Pubhe Opinion 


Few people understand intricacies of the train whistle, or how 
the very name might be connected with Whistler's “Mother,” but 
that’s the way it is, railroad magazine says; and who knows that 
the famous Casey Jones's whistle is now in Bonne Terre, Mo.? 


Jack Maguire in Railway Progress 


For 124 years, locomotives have been 
tooting their way along the railroads 
of the world. In 1833, an farm- 
er, unable to hear the warning wail of 
the tin horn (#@t was then standard 
equipment for railway engineers, drove 
his cart into the path of a train. The 
cart, plus 80 dozen eggs and 50 pounds 
of butter, was smashed. 

To reduce the possibility of similar 
accidents in the future, George Ste- 
phenson, the builder of the locomotive, 
invented a new device, He attached 
a pipe to the locomotive boiler through 
which steam might be expelled with a 
shrill note, and this seon became stand- 
ard equipment on all engines, 


Stephenson’s device was called a 
steam “trumpet” until it came to Amer- 
ica in 1836. In that year, the Long Is- 
land Railroad asked George Washing- 
ton Whistler, father of the famous 
painter and a well-known engineer, to 
build a warning device for one of its 
new passenger locomotives. . 


After its installation, Long Island 
railroad men began calling the noise- 
maker “Whistler’s trumpet.” Soon pas- 
sengers had dubbed the locomotive 
simply “the whistler.” As the gadget 
spread to other engines, it became 
known as a “whistle.” 


One of the most famous whistles in 
the annals of railroading belonged to 
the Illinois Central’s No. 382, the loco- 
motive on which engineer Casey Jones 
rode to glory on a curve near Vaughan, 
Miss., on April 30, 1900. The railroad 
gave the famous whistle to his widow. 


Later, she loaned it to her brother, an 
engineer on the Gulf, Mobile and Ohio, 
who used it on his own locomotive 
until he retired. Later, it was in- 
stalled for a while on Missouri-Illinois 

No. 7. Today it can still be 
seen in a museum in Bonne Terre, Mo. 


Whistle posts are a rarity today, but 
once they could be seen at danger 
points, busy traffic centers and road 
crossings along every railroad. They 
were large, wooden posts painted white 
and bearing a large “W”" in black. Be- 
low this was painted a series of long 
and short lines indicating the appro- 
priate whistle blasts. Today most rail- 
roads use simple guides like a large 
“X” to indicate to the engineer that 
he is approaching a crossing. 

The low, melodious whistle of the 
steam locomotive was almost musical 
and the railroads were criticized heart- 
ily when diesels began thundering their 
raucous air horns about the country- 


side. Many a non-railroader demanded 
that the old steam whistles replace the 
harsh honking of the new locomotives. 

This, of course, was impossible be- 
cause diesels can’t manufacture enough 
steam or air pressure to produce the 
artfully lonesome wail of the old whis- 
tle. However, the railroads have com- 
promised by hiring experts to coax mu- 
sical notes from the diesel horn. Musi- 
cians say that the result is a blend of 
C-sharp, E, G and A at different fre- 
quencies, resulting in a soothing A ma- 
jor seventh chord. It still isn’t the 
old-time train whistle, but it seems to 
please the public. 


Moose like the diesel air horn too 
well. To a bull moose, it sounds exact- 
ly like the mating call of his lady-love. 
In the north woods, every time a diesel 
tooted within hearing of a bull moose, 
he bounded happily out of the forest to 
further the acquaintance. This often 
had disastrous results for the moose 
and created no little wear and tear on 
locomotives. The new musical horns 
leave the moose untouched, romantical- 
ly and physically. 

An obsolete air horn off a Boston and 
Maine diesel is being used by the New 
Hampshire Fish and Game Department 
to rescue hunters lost in the north 
woods. Mounted on a jeep equipped 
with an air compressor, the horn can be 
heard for a radius of three miles in the 
still air of New Hampshire winters. 

In 1953, when Japanese railroad engi- 
neers wanted a pay raise, they went on 
a gigantic toot to get it, At high noon 
on an appointed day, they blew the 
whistles on 5000 locomotives for a full 
minute. The National Railway Workers 
Union figured that this letting off of 
steam cost the Japanese Government, 
which operates the railroads, 130 yen 
(about 30 cents) per engine, or $1500. 
They got their raise. 

Two years ago, on Aug. 9, 1955, the 
Southern Pacific let loose a blast of 
train whistles that could be heard over 
much of the western United States. To 
celebrate a century of railroading in the 
West, Southern Pacific officials or- 
dered more than 1000 locomotives on 
duty at 11:30 a.m, that day to let go 
with a 10-second toot that began in 
Louisiana and extended to Oregon. 

In the old days engineers put blocks 
of wood in their whistles to give them 
a distinctive note. One engineer played 
“Polly Put the Kettle On” at his home 
crossing; another played “Home Sweet

MOSCOW, May 15 (UP)—A 
top Soviet legal officer told an 
American university professor 
the Soviet Union has freed | 
more than 70 per cent of its | | 
prisoners and closed two thirds | 
of its Siberian labor camps | 
since Stalin’s death, it was | 
closed today. 

Prof. Harold J. Berman, Har- | 
vard Law School expert on So- | 
viet law, said the hitherto un-| 
publicized action was recounted 
to him last night by PT 
Deputy Procurator Gen. P. I. 
Kudryavtsev. | 

Kudryavtsev said fewer than | 
2 per cent of the persons now 
in jail are political prisoners, 
and most of these are wartime 
traitors who collaborated with 
the Germans against Soviet citi- 
sens. | 

Kudryavtsey said 52 per cent 
of the prisoners were freed im- | 
mediately after an amnesty law | 
was issued in 1953. 

He said the Council of Minis- 
ters issued a decree last Oct. 
25 providing for elimination of 
“corrective labor camps.” | 
Among other tHings, the decree | 
was said to have ordered that 
persons sentenced to prison or 
“corrective labor colonies’ be 
confined only in the areas 
where they live.

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How Fresh 


Pineapple 
ls Prepared 
_By Edith M. Barber 


H pineapple is always a 
spring treat. As much as we 
like fruit in canned form 


and find it such a convenience ° 


to have on hand, some of us are 
ready to take time to prepare 
the fresh fruit for the short 
season it is in market. 

Most of this comes from the 
West Indies, and the fruit does 
not grow as large nor as sweet 
as the Hawaiian type, which is 
the source of our canned prod- 
ucts. In choosing a fresh pine- 
apple, test a frond—one of 
those “leaves” that grow out of 
the top—to see if it pulls out 
easily. That is better than 
punching. As the fruit peddler 
is said to remark, “If you must 
punch, puncha da _ coconut,” 
that can’t be harmed. 

The fruit should bé kept at 
room temperature, not in the 
refrigerator. The easiest way 
to prepare it is to cut it into 
thick slices, to pare these and 
then remove the eyes. To shred, 
begin at the center portion with 
a sharp knife and cut toward 
the edge. The shredded fruit 
should be placed in a bowl and 
sprinkled liberally with sugar 
that should be allowed to melt 
and mix in, again at room tem- 
perature. If you like chilled 
fruit for the table, it may be 
placed in the refrigerator after- 
wards. 

Pineapple and! grapefruit or 
oranges combine well. Or, in- 
stead, you may like te add - 
little mint flavoring, a bit of 
sherry, rum‘or brahdy. We sel- 
dom use fresh pineapple for a 
cooked dessert; for’ this the 
canned product is really better 
and, of course, much easier to 
use,

pineapple, one pint hulled 
strawberries; eight marshmal- 
lows. 

Combine pineapple with ber- 
ries. Cut marshmallows into 
quarters and add.
